"Human 
life is sacred the world 


over and nowhere more &o than in Rus- 
sia, but it should be remembered that 
the public peace is of predominating 
Importance and vigorous measures are 
sometimes necessary to preserve or- 
der 
This is the situation in the Rus- 


sian capital 
There is a great indus- 


trial strike in progress. Because their 
demands have not beon forthwith 
granted the strikers have endeavored 
to storm the emperor's own palace in 
the effort to gain an audience with his 
majesty. The troops ordered them to 
stop outside the gates, and the crowds 
refused. The tioops then fired a vol- 
ley of blank cartridges, and on camft 
the crowd. There was only one thing 
else to be done, to fire with ball car- 
tridges. That stopped the strikers and 
they fled in every direction. 


"There is a great deal of difference 


between a riot and a revolution, and 
Americans •will make a great mistake 
if they infer from the unfortunate 
stones of the disturbances in the Rus- 
sian capital that the demonstration is 
revolutionary, or even hostile to the 
war. The 
demonstrations are 
not 


against the war: there is no revolu- 
tion in Russia, nor will there be."

ney. When be again broke one he at* 
the piece* in order to bide them from 
his mother. AB this bad no apparent

In speaking of hi8 trio of deaths 


Smith said that he was but nln* years 
old when be had an attack of pneumo- 
nia and pleurisy. He was thought to 
be dead and was laid out. Th* next 
morning an undertaker was sent for. 
When be arrived at the bouse Smith 
was at the breakfast table eating. 


The second "death" was when Smith 


was fourteen years old. His old com- 
plaint again took possession of him, 
and after an illness of a few days he,

gathered and were singing and praying, 
wben he awoke.

"Tbe six members of the order who 


were acting as pallbearers were walk- 
ing alongside the hearse.

"Tom Aspinwall, one of the pallbear-
